WTiere theydo not 
agree judgm ent must he used in de­ 
ciding which 
is given the greatest 
weight. 
The following are 
main 
points to consider: Sickness and lack 
of vigor—These are usually indicated 
by listlessnes and inactivity, tendency 
to stay on or under the roost during 
the day, poor appetite, dull eye, dark 
or bluish color of comb, long toe nails, 
snaky or crow head, and the tendency 
to go to the roost early in the even­ 
ing an to be the last to leax’e 
tho 
roost in the morning. Molt—This is 
one of the most valuable and easily 
applied tests of 
production. 
Hens 
cease laying completely 
or 
almost 
completely daring the molt. The bet­ 
ter producers lay late in the fall 
and therefore, molt late. 
Late molt­ 
ers also molt rapidly as a rule while 
early molters molt slowly. Therefore 
save the hens which have molted by 
August or are only just beginning to 
molt in September or October, and 
discard those which have finished 
molting or are well into the molt. 
The hens which molt last, provided 
they are otherwise desirable, are the 
hest hens to save for brooders. 
A 
hen which has not molted at this time 
is characterized by soiled and worn 
plumage, which is especially evident 
in Hie tail plumage, while those molt­ 
ed or molting show clean, fresh plum­ 
age or growing feathers. Culling the 
early m olters just as soon as they be­ 
gin to molt is one of the easiest ways
